FAMILY OF FIVE

In planning for an early supply of 
potatoes for either home use or for. 
market gardens, it is advisable: (1) 
to use an early maturing sort; (2) to 
nave the potatoes sprouted at the 
time of planting, (3) to plant early, 
and (4) to keep the potatoes well cul¬ 
tivated. 

Experiments conducted at Brandon 
Experimental Farm go to show the 
Early llovee to he ready for use be- 
ijire either Early Ohio or Irish Cob¬ 
bler. The tests have further indicat¬ 
ed that having the sprouts on the tub 
ers at planting time shortens the time 
between planting and emergence of 
the plants. While it is generally re¬ 
commended that these sprouts should 
he green, yet the writer has found it 
is possible to take the whole potatoes 
directly from the basement with 
sprouts several inches long plant 
these and in two or three days have 
green leavs showing, and good crops 
have resulted. Where only a few po¬ 
tatoes are to be planted, thi s latter 
method is quite satisfactory.

If that influence is permit¬ 
ted to dominate Canada's action at the Conference, the 
Western provinces may look for little consideration. 

British newspapers are giving much study to the com¬ 
ing gathering and are considering the imports and ex¬ 
ports of the different Dominions. In the case of Canada, 
they are regarding particularly her imports from United 
States. One paper quotes the fact that Canada imported 
from United States $868,000,000 in 1928-29 and only $194, 
000,000 from Britain. It is these American imports which 
the British delegates will scrutinize carefully and it is in 
these that she will expect concessions. 

On the other hand Canadian delegates will surely have 
full information on all the products which Britain im¬ 
ports. Amongst these, food products loom largely and it 
is in these that Britain will be able to give most helpful 
preference to Canada. If the case for farm products in 
return for manufactured products is not presented very 
strongly at the Ottawa conference then the Conference 
will mean little or nothing to Western welfare.

FEWER BUT BETTER 


LOWER INTEREST 


There is no such thing as a fixed opinion nowadays, and 
one by one the leading newspapers are falling into line in 
urging a reduction of interest charges. 

Premier Brownlee spoke strongly on this national handi 
cap, to the Winnipeg Board of Trade recently. Although 
his attention was focused on the plight of the farmer, 
other industries might well have been included. The ac¬ 
tion of Federal and Provincial governments in conceding 
high interest rates in their recent loans, has placed the 
private borrower in impossibly difficult circumstances. No 
industry in these times can afford to pay the high rates, 
made possible through the precedent established by gov¬ 
ernments. There can be no revival of business, unless 
money can be secured on easier terms than at present ex¬ 
ist. And the immovable attitude of the government and 
banks, finds little sympathy. 

The position of the agricultural industry is the ‘most 
conspicuous example and in regard to this position Prem¬ 
ier Brownlee urged “that a sweeping scaling down of far¬ 
mer’s debts by voluntary adjustment is the only method 
by which farmers can exist on the land and the agricul¬ 
tural industry be saved.' 

It is unnecessary to enlarge upon the deflation in farm 
products and farm land values. Most of these are lower 
than at any time since 1914. It takes three times the 
amount of wheat, that it would have taken three years 
ago, to pay exactly the same charges. In a less degree

There is a great 
deal to., be said for inefficiency, although it does not add 
up favorably.

Uncle Sam's Total Tourist Expendi¬

Local farmers who consider that the 
Red Label Beef project of Lethbridge 
district, offers an: example that this 
district might profit by, will find con¬ 
firmation in the recent comments on 
young Alberta cattle, madt; by W.R. 
Brown, a large British buyer. 

He complimented the producers of 
western cattle on the high quality- 
produced. “Your cattle ship well, 
dress out well, and find a ready sale 
The big stuff we used to import are 
not now wanted, and we require 
young animals, but at a price which 
wilL. allow us to compete with the 
chilled beef from the Argentine.” , 

“Of 24,000 head of beef cattle im¬ 
ported last year, our firm handled ov¬ 
er 14,000 head,” he stated at the con¬ 
clusion of his visit. “We have been 
handling Canadian cattle for genera¬ 
tions. We like. them and would be 
delighted to get more like those- 1 
have seen on my trip in the province.” 

These cattle of which Mr. Brown 
speaks are from the feed lots round 
Lethbridge, Raymond and Calgary. 

During his visit he purchased 1100 
head of cattle from P. Burns Com¬ 
pany, and 200 head from L. McKin¬ 
non at a price above the figures that 
could be obtained on the local mar¬ 
ket. 

Mr. Jack Byers of the Council ol 
Western Beef Producers, says; 

“Our feeders, with the experience 
gained during the past few years, are 
now better able to meet high finish 
demand, with the right weight cattle 
that exports demand,” he continued. 
“That satisfaction is being given to 
the, exporter is evidenced by the num¬ 
ber of enquiries now being received 
for space by the council. 

“Twenty-three carloads , left Cal 
gary and Lethbridge last week foi 
shipments via Montreal to Liverpool' 
and Glasgow, and our difficulty at 
present is to obtain the ocean spaci 
to fill all the inquiries.” 

Mr. Byers produced a cable receiv¬ 
ed from England to the effect that 
Canadian cattle which arrived at 
Birkenhead via steamship Manches¬ 
ter Commerce, were in good condition 
and of 1 the best quality and that the 
price obtained was in line with the 
best Irish at 17 to 17% cents in sink. 
Some of the cattle were held over, and' 
it was suggested that higher prices 
were likely bwing to limited supply 
of fat cattle:

Canada is in the front rank of the 
beneficiaries of world tourist trade, 
for she is in receipt of ubout one- 
third of the annual expenditure of the 
most travelled people, those of the 
United States. "Private and officiul ef¬ 
forts to promote this business have 
been extensive and costly, but so 
sighly remunerative in the last calen- 
diir year as to make the receipts the 
most important on the credit side of 
her foreign trade; in fact, the esti : 
mated sum of $260,(100,000 from this 
source in 1931 went far toward set¬ 
tling tnis country’s large external 
payment. The promotional expendi-1 
tures, including advertising, by gov¬ 
ernments and one railway company- 
are believed to have been as high as 
$3,000,000 in one year. 

We may, therefore, assume that 
[ Canada has an immense stake in 
v\orld tourist trade, from the point of 
view both of prospective financial re¬ 
turns and of the use of Uie huge 
equipment provided for tourists. 

Government economy has become 
the watch-word here, and rightly so, 
but all the Governments, Dominion 
and Provincial, should continue their 
|nterest in tourist trade. ,lt would be 
poor economy to relax in the slightest 
degree the efforts to maintain our 
share of world tourist business; in¬ 
deed, it would seem that a still more 
progressive stand might be taken, 
not only to attract a larger number 
of American people, but also in con¬ 
junction with the steamship compan¬ 
ies, to endeavor to bring a substantial 
number of visitors from across the 
Atlantic, with advantage both to the 
transportation interests and to Cana¬ 
dian business in general. 

Tourist trade is the leading brdnch 
of Swiss commerce, and in se^ral 
-other countries, notably France, Ger¬ 
many, Italy, Cuba, and Canada, it is 
a major industry and one of the most 
important factors in foreign trade 
accounts. Small wonder, then, that 
^governments the world over have in¬ 
terested themselves in organization 
and publicity for the purpose of at¬ 
tracting tourists to their countries.— 
Bank of Commerce Letter.

NATIONALIZATION 
GREAT BEAR LAKE 


Last week Gen. A. D. McRae 
brought a motion before the Senate 
that the Federal government control 
the radium output of Great Bear 
Lake, thus reserving to the nation a 
product of almost priceless value . 

General McRae suggested that that 
the owners of the pitch blende claims 
round Great Bear Lake from which 
the radium is expected, should be re¬ 
munerated generously. But opposers 
of the scheme thought that it would 
prove too costly. They suggest a 
committee to study the question. 

The doubt entertained by the Sen¬ 
ators appeared to be whether or not 
radium could be produced in paying 
quantities from the pitchblende. For 
that" reason they consider the cost of 
buying up the claims . prohibitive. 
There are now 700 claims in the dis¬ 
trict with heavy deposits of silver. 
An estimate of .$5000 to $10,000 a 
claim might he reasonable to a pur¬ 
chaser, but not to the seller. The ini¬ 
tial cost of purchase they consider to 
be too heavy. 

Will Europeans Control? 

Another angle of this enterprise, is 
brought out by Dr. H. W. McGill, M. 
L.A. who claims that European inter¬ 
ests are leaving no stone unttirned to 
secure control of this future radium 
field.

Their impact upon 
an economic machine—which seems 
to be waiting for a push to start it 
up the hill again may be decisive.—
